caused the bolting. About 600 men remained in the hall. The 
men remained in the streets and jeered those who desired to 
return to work. The meeting broke up when Shannon Jones 
culled for order and apologized for the absence of Grunau and 
mild he penmnully would fight the switchmen's battle so long as 
h« did not have to fight Uie government. A few shouted "we 
want Grunau" and it grew to a roar a few minutes later when the 
hall was emptied. Railroad men and a few strikers predicted 
most of the men will return to work pending wage adjustment. 
The mass meeting had the endorsement of the local federal office.
